Duluth ordinary to

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Robert H. 
Brom, named by Pope John Paul Ii as the 
new coadjutor bishop of the San Diego 
diocese ‘‘with right of succession,’’ said 
he plans to spend his year of transition 
“listening and learning,’’ including 
-studying the Hispanic language and 
culture. 

Currently the bishop of the Diocese of 
Duluth, Minn., Bishop Brom, 50, said he 
will move here in mid-July, be installed 
July 24 as coadjutor and then pursue his 
Hispanic studies for two to three months 
through the end of October, when he 
plans to start actively serving with Bishop 
Leo T. Maher. 

He will succeed Bishop Maher when 
the current San Diego ordinary retires in 
conjunction with his 75th birthday, July 
1, 1990. 

Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, auxiliary 
bishop of San Diego, will continue in that 
position. 

Archbishop Pio Laghi, the apostolic 
pro-nuncio to the United States, 
announced the appointment May 9 in 
Washington, D.C. 

Bishop Maher asked the Vatican for a 
coadjutor with right of succession for an 
easier transition for the new bishop and 
for the people of the diocese. 

But Bishop Brom is no stranger to the 
local diocese. The Duluth bishop 
conducted a retreat for priests of the San 
Diego diocese last June and previously led 
them in a day of recollection. 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross that 
Bishop Brom is an _ experienced 
administrator and a great leader.’’ He is 
definitely ‘‘someone I can work well 
with.”’ 

When asked at the press conference if

ALCALA PARK — Sister Sally 
Furay, RSCJ, vice president and provost 
of the University of San Diego, was the 
only woman elected to a 15-member 
steering committee to review the third 
draft of a Vatican-sponsored document 
on the mission and norms of Catholic 
higher education. 

When completed, it is to be given, to 
Pope John Paul II who will write a 
document on the subject. 

North American delegates at the world 
congress of Catholic educators held in 
Rome April 18-25 elected Sister Furay, 
Jesuit Father Joseph A. O’Hare, 
president of Fordham University, and 
Holy Cross Father Edward A. Malloy, 
president of the University of Notre 
Dame, to serve on the steering 
committee. 

Also elected from higher education 
institutions were representatives from 
Latin America, Europe, Asia and Africa, 
Sister Furay told Southern Cross May 3. 

The bishops at the congress and the 
International Federation of Catholic 


-Universities also elected representatives 


from their ranks to serve on the steering 
committee, she added. 

This committee will meet in Rome in 
June to work on the next revision of the 
document on Catholic higher education, 
Sister Furay said. 

The Vatican Congregation for Catholic 
Education convened the world congress in 
April to discuss and revise the draft 
statement of mission and norms for the 
world’s Catholic institutions of higher 
education. 

The first draft of the document was 
written in 1985 and sent to bishops and 
Catholic universities throughout the 


world for input. The Vatican 
congregation received 540 responses 
which it incorporated, as much as 


possible, into the 1988 document, Sister 
Furay explained. 

The 125 delegates at the congress 
divided into six working groups to review 
and propose revisions to the second draft.

| Provost to continue work on Vatican document 


provost of the University of San Diego, during the world congress of Catholic educa- 


tors held in Rome April 18-25. 


Sister Furay was among the 18 U.S. 
delegates elected to the congress by the 
Association of Catholic Colleges and 
Universities. 

She described the sessions as ‘‘very 
open and democratic’? which helped 
““people express their views freely.”’ 

Each working group submitted a report 
to a committee which summarized all the 
themes into 10 recommendations to guide 
the rewriting process, she said. 

The congress approved the 
recommendations, along with other 
suggestions before closing with an 
audience with the pope. 

One of the recommendations 
‘approved by an overwhelming 
majority’? dealt with the relationship 
between bishops and universities in their 
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dioceses, Sister Furay said. 

This recommendation states in part: 
““Close personal and _ pastoral 
relationships should exist between 
universities and church authorities 
characterized by mutual trust, 
cooperation and continuing dialogue. 

“‘Even when they do not enter directly 
into the internal governments of the 
university, bishops should not be seen as 
external agents but as participants in the 
life of the Catholic university.’’ 

“There were strong recommendations 
that more specific points be dealt with 
regionally,’’ Sister Furay said. 
“‘Conferences of bishops should set up 
guidelines’? applicable to their own 
countries because Catholic universities 
operate differently throughout the world. 


Another recommendation asked that 
the norms neither go further than canon 
law in--regulating bishop-university 
relations, nor repeat such 
anywhere in the final document. 

The 1988 draft stated that a church 
authority has ‘“‘the right and duty to 
intervene in order to protect the truth and 
integrity of the Christian message’’ and 
could ‘‘declare, for sufficiently grave 
reasons, that a university is no longer 
.Catholic in its identity.”’ 

Other recommendations supported by 
the congress included: 

¢ The affirmation of the ‘university’s 
autonomy and ‘‘freedom of research and 
teaching”’; 

e A “‘clear distinction’’ between the 
“mission of evangelization given by 
Christ to the church’’ and the ‘‘teaching 
and research that constitute the mission of 
the Catholic university”’; 

¢ Greater care in distinguishing 
between the different meanings of the 
church: a mystery of grace, a people of 
God and a hierarchy; 

¢ Recognition of the ‘‘critical 
importance”’ of the teaching of theology 
in a Catholic university. The Catholic 
theology that is taught should be faithful 
to the magisterium of the church,’’ it 
said. At the same time, ‘‘research in 
theology is necessary and should be 
encouraged if the doctrine of the church is 
to be not only protected but better 
understood and communicated’’; 

° A review of the final version of the 
draft document by civil and canon 
lawyers to guarantee that the ‘‘statutes of 
Catholic universities, as they relate to the 
civil laws and state governments in each 
region, be fully respected.’’ 

Sister Furay said she hopes the pope’s 
document ‘‘gives a strong affirmation to 
Catholic higher education around the 
world. Catholic higher education is an 
enormous asset tq the church, just as the 
church is an asset to Catholic higher 
education. To be church-connected 
makes us special, but we’re universities 
first.’

I was extremely impressed with the letter (Southern 
Cross, April 27) Gael Ralph wrote in response to my 
letter of April 13. She has grasped a concept that I am 
afraid too many Catholics and mainline Protestants 
have failed to realize, namely that the middle ground is 
fast disappearing. 

Christ said, ‘‘He who is not with me is against me’’ 
(Matthew 12:30). No longer will the ‘‘personally 
opposed but ... ’’ statement suffice. Those who fail to 
stand with Christ will eventually be washed away in the 
rising tide of evil that is rapidly enveloping the earth. 

Project Rescue is that battle in microcosm. On one 
hand, you have the Christian rescuers singing hymns 
and praising God. On the other hand, you have the pro-

It is an absolutely fascinating thing to watch! The 
noise, the police uniforms, the horses, the cries of pain, 
the clapping by the pro-aborts as the rescuers are led 
away.

There have been many stories of quiet heroism among 
the rescuers.

I whispered to her, ‘‘When they come for you get up 
and walk. Don’t let them put those nunchuks on you 
again. 

She looked at me for a moment and said, ‘‘No, this 
has to be done.”” Thanks be to God she was spared this 
time. 

Then there is the story of the surgeon whose wrist was 
fractured and he is unable at this time to operate. That is 
a great sacrifice for him to make. Many of the women 
arrested were mothers of young children. We all waited 
outside the police station until everyone was released, 
and it was such a beautiful sight to see the young 
children run up to their mothers and hug them as they 
came out of the door. What a lesson they are teaching 
their children!

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Pray for afflicted in Lebanon 


I am writing you today about the tragic situation in 
Lebanon, which calls to mind the violations to which the 
human person is subjected, and calling upon you for 
your assistance in calling for a lasting and peaceful 
solution. 

After 14 years of war-making on Lebanese soil by 
many outsiders, as well as by Lebanese, and the 
bloodshed of many innocent victims, it is time for us as 
Catholic Christians to take a stand and assist in ending 
the terrible tragedy inflicted upon the Lebanese people. 

When the individual is not recognized and loved in 
the person’s dignity as the living image of God (cf. Gen. 
1:26), the human being is exposed to more humiliating 
and degrading forms of manipulation that most 
assuredly reduce the individual to a slavery to those who 
are stronger. 

Once again, in the plight of the Lebanese people, we 
find ourselves before many persons, our sisters and 
brothers, whose fundamental rights are being violated, 
owing to their exceedingly great capacity for endurance 
and to the clear injustice of certain civil laws: the right to 
life and to integrity, the right to a house and to work, the 
right to a family and responsible parenthood, the right to 
participation in public and political life, the right to 
freedom of conscience and the practice of religion. 
Entire groups of human beings, be they Christian or 
Muslim, have been seriously afflicted in Lebanon. 

However, the sacredness of the human person cannot 
be obliterated, no matter how often it is devalued and 
violated because it has its unshakable foundation in God 
as Creator and Father. The sacredness of the person 
always keeps returning, again and again. 

The sense of the dignity of the human person must be 
pondered and reaffirmed in stronger terms. A beneficial 
trend is advancing and permeating all peoples of the 
earth, making them ever more aware of the dignity of 
the individual: the person is not at all a ‘‘thing’’ or an 
“object”? to be used, but primarily a responsible 


“‘subject,’’ one endowed with conscience and freedom, 
called to live responsibly in society and history, and 
oriented towards spiritual and religious values. 


Hence, we are unable to overlook the tragic 
phenomena of the Lebanese people, that is, the violence, 
terrorism and war occurring in our time. Once again, 
but with proportions enormously widespread, diverse 
sectors of humanity today, wishing to show their 
“‘omnipotence,’’ renew the futile experience of 
constructing anew the ‘Tower of Babel’’ (cf. Gen. 
11:1-9), which spreads confusion, dissension, 
disintegration and oppression. The human family is 
thus in itself dramatically convulsed and wounded. 


On the other hand, totally unsupressible is that 
human longing experienced by individuals and whole 
peoples for the inestimable good of peace in justice. The 
gospel beatitude: ‘‘Blessed are the peacemakers’ (Mt. 
5:9) finds in the people of our time a new and significant 
resonance: Entire populations today live, suffer and 
labour to bring about peace and justice. The 
participation by so many persons and groups in the life 
of society is increasingly pursued today as the way to 
make a desired peace become a reality. 


Therefore, as Bishop of San Diego, I am asking you, 
the priests and laity of the Diocese of San Diego, 
through the celebration of the Mass and other devotions, 
to pray for the suffering people of Lebanon, for those 
who have died in the recent and tragic violence, and also 
to ask God’s divine assistance in maintaining the 
country of Lebanon in the face of threats to its very 
existence as a sovereign nation, preserving its unity and 
integrity, in lasting peace. 


Duties to previous spouse 


Part two of a four-part series 


Last week we surveyed the historical background of 
present church law concerning the continuing 
obligations spouses have toward each other and their 
children, once there has been a civil divorce. 

The prenuptial investigation is to include the 
acceptance the parties have of these continuing 
obligations of their previous union. 

What are these obligations from a practical point of 
view? This will vary from nation to nation and culture to 
culture, but it is the intention of the law that the children 
and the spouse be enabled to live in dignity and not 
become the responsibility of taxpayers. 

Three well-known church lawyers have reflected and 
written opinions concerning canons 1689 and 1041, 1, 3. 
Writing in ‘‘The Jurist’? (Vol. 45 (1985): 1, pp 
324-327), Father J. James Cuneo, JCD, indicates that 
as canon 1689 puts it, the parties are to be advised by the 
tribunal judge ‘‘of the moral and even civil obligations 
which they have to each other and to their children as 
regards the support and education of the latter.’’ These 
are natural obligations of any parent or spouse, Cuneo 
maintains. 

The canons indicate that these obligations bind, 
regardless of what any civil court may determine. The 
canons imply that the civil courts have the power to 
require or specify additional requirements which would 
be binding. 

Canon 1136 says, ‘‘Parents have the most serious 
duty and the primary right to do all in their power to see 
to the physical, social, cultural, moral, and religious 
upbringing of their children.”’ 

Only when parents are incapable of fulfilling these 
duties to the extent that the good of the children is at 


stake is this right forfeited. 

Father John M. Huels, OSM, JCD, writing in the 
‘*Pastoral Companion: A Handbook for Catholic 
Ministry’? (The Franciscan Herald Press, Chicago, 
1986, p. 176), expands on this topic: ‘‘Natural 
obligations toward a former spouse would include a 
serious illness or financial destitution that may impose 
some moral obligation to assist a former spouse.’’ (See 
cc 1689 and 1154). 

Writing in the ‘‘Code of Canon Law: A Text and 
Commentary”’ (The Paulist Press, New York, 1985, p. 
754), Father Thomas P. Doyle, OP, JCD, Secretary to 
the Apostolic Pro-Nuncio, agrees that ‘‘Even though a 
prior union is declared invalid (including invalidity due 
to defect of form) or dissolved by the church, there may 
still be natural obligations for a former spouse or 
children ... .”’ 

He goes on to say, ‘‘A subsequent union, although 
ecclesiastically valid, may pose serious difficulties to the 
fulfillment of these obligations. They may also place 
serious strain upon a second (or subsequent) marriage.” 
Doyle agrees that the obligation toward a former spouse 
may include assisting if the spouse becomes seriously ill 
or destitute. 

There is little room for doubt about the seriousness or 
the intention of the law. 


The next article will be directed at the application of - 


the law in the premarriage investigation process.

EL CENTRO — The dedication of St. 
Mary Church here by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher on May 5 culminated a 20-year 
effort to build a new church for the 
82-year-old parish. 

In the late 1960s the parish initiated 
plans to build a church on the 12-acre site 
on La Brucherie Road where St. Mary 
School is located. A building fund for this 
purpose was established in 1981, 
according to Edward Lugo, building 
committee chairman. 

Bishop Maher was the principal 
celebrant of the 6 p.m. dedication liturgy 
which concluded with the investiture of 
Msgr. Thomas Vidra, pastor, as an 
honorary prelate of his holiness, Pope 
John Paul II. 

Concelebrants included Bishop Phillip 
Straling of the San Bernardino diocese, 
Msgr. Vidra and some 20 priests from the 
San Diego and San Bernardino dioceses. 

During opening ceremonies parish 
representatives involved in building the 
church presented Bishop Maher with 
symbols to express handing over the 
church to his pastoral care. 

Lugo presented a certificate of 
occupancy, general contractor W. J. 
Anderson the keys to the church, architect 
Joseph Dameron the architectural plans, 
general foreman Rick Foerstner the 
engineering plans and _ parishioners 
George and Clemencia Lerno a 
commemorative book. 

Bishop Maher blessed the assembly, 
the walls of the church and the altar as a 
reminder of baptism and symbol of 
cleansing. He also anointed the altar and 
walls of the church with chrism and 
incensed the assembly and the sanctuary. 


In his homily, Msgr. Anthony 
Chylewski, director of the San Diego 
diocesan Mission Office and classmate of 
Msgr. Vidra, compared the ‘“‘beautiful 
edifice’’ of St. Mary Church with the 
legendary costly ointment purchased by 
St. Mary Magdalene to wash the feet of 
Jesus. 

“No sacrifice is too great if the end 
result is a house of worship _ parishioners 
can be proud of,’’ he said. 

The homilist praised Msgr. Vidra, 
pastor since 1973, for winning the 
confidence of parishioners by his pastoral 
care. He renovated the former church on 
Fifth Street, the parish hall and school 
and promised to have a new church built, 
Msgr. Chylewski said. 

“‘Let history know that today the 
Catholic community has realized its long- 
awaited goal,’’ he said. 

Following the liturgy, Bishop Straling, 
also a classmate of Msgr. Vidra, read a 
letter from Pope John Paul II, conferring 
the title of ‘‘honorary prelate of his 
holiness’? on Msgr. Vidra. 

Bishop Maher then clothed the pastor 
with a surplice over his crimson cassock. 

Music for the liturgy was provided by 
the combined parish adult and school 
choir directed by Georgene Hayes. 
Carroll Buckley was commentator. 

Msgr. Vidra told Southern Cross in 
March he celebrated the first Mass in the 
new church last Christmas Eve. The 
liturgy was broadcast live on a local radio 
station — a first for the Imperial Valley, 
he said. 

The first Mass in the former church 
was also celebrated on Christmas Eve in 
1946, he added. 

This church could accommodate only 
250 people, necessitating the celebration 
of six Sunday Masses for the parish’s

some 700 families, the pastor explained. 

Presently three Sunday Masses are 
celebrated in the new church, which seats 
750. Additional liturgies will be added as 
needed for the growing parish, the pastor 
said. 


“We are building for the future ... 
We’re being surrounded with new homes 
on the west side of town,”’ he said, adding 
that within a decade the church might be 
in the center of El] Centro. 


The semicircular design of the building 
has enhanced participation in the liturgy 
and interaction among members of the 
assembly, the pastor explained. There is 
““more response to congregational 
singing,’’ and more lectors, ushers, choir 
members and special ministers of the 
Eucharist participate in the Masses, he 


noted. 

In addition to the main body of the 
church, the $1.75 million building 
includes a chapel where daily Masses are 
celebrated, a mother’s chapel, sacristy, 
six offices, meeting room and a religious 
goods store. 

The interior shows some reminders of 
the former church. A marble slab in the 
altar of repose was taken from the former 
church, as well as statues of the Sacred 
Heart and Blessed Mother which stand in 
the vestibule of the new building. 

Lugo said the new church has 
“‘accomplished what we were trying to do 
— provide a feeling of community.”’ 

Since the new church has been used, 
Catholics have returned to the parish and 
more voung people now attend, he said.

his views were more in line with conservative or liberal 
views, Bishop Brom responded, ‘‘I’m troubled with 
both extremes.”’

: USD begins advocacy center for children’s rights

ALCALA PARK — University of San 
Diego Law School Professor: Robert 
Fellmeth announced the establishment of 
California Children’s Advocacy Institute 
(CalCAI) at the USD Center for Public 
Interest Law at a May 1 press conference. 

The organization, which will be 
headquartered at the center for at least 
two years, will advocate the health and 


grant from the Weingart Foundation, 
CalCAI will focus on three areas of 
children’s health and safety. 

The first area is adequate child care 
facilities of which ‘‘there is a very serious 
under-supply,’’ said Fellmeth. This is due 
in part to the lack of affordable liability 
insurance. 

CalCAI will seek insurance reforms 
and regulations and try to offer creative 
solutions, such as state subsidizing and 
pooling, a form of self-insurance, he

“The state legislature and the state’s 
regulatory agencies are a natural place to 
start, because that is where the Center for 
Public Interest Law’s strength lies,’ 
explained Fellmeth.

TV watching needs to be monitored

NEW YORK — In a recent article, 
“Why Johnny’s Watching Needs 
Watching,’’ Jerome L. Singer, professor 
of psychology and child study at Yale 
University, asked if parents can assume 
that children know television is just a 
world of make-believe. 

Singer said research has found that 
some parents regularly discuss television 
broadcasts with their children, while 
others rarely help their offspring to 
understand the falseness of the TV world. 

“The children of the ‘mediating’ 
parents turn out to be relatively more 
immune to the negative effects of 
television, and they understand much 
better what commercials are,’’ Singer 
reported.

Troubled youth are in evidence during 
every age in history (perhaps, like the 
poor, they will always be with us). In 
some ages, though, it seems that, unless 
youth comes to grips with what is 
troubling them, the potential for serious 
harm is greatly multiplied. Ours appears 
to be one of those ages, and these two 
books, which speak to youth directly and 
straightforwardly, tackle those problems. 

Father Kevin Kenny is a counselor at 
Covenant House, the famous shelter for 
street kids. As such, he sees the kind of 
pain and degradation that no person 
should be allowed to endure, much less 
the thousands of children who are its 
victims. Father Kenny draws the stories 
in this book from the many cases he has 
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educational levels — elementary, junior 
high and senior high school. 

The texts were published by the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association for Catholic school teachers. 
But the project made just a small ripple 
and never really got to be part of the 
Catholic education agenda. It needs to be 
part of that agenda, however, and deals 
with such questions as: 

© Do children, especially those below 
age 12, think about who their TV heroes 
are and, more importantly, why they are 
their heroes? 

© Do they grasp what TV commercials 
often are really selling — lifestyles, values 
and attitudes toward others? 

@ Do they recognize how violence too 
often is the problem-solving method of 
first resort? 

© Do young girls buy into television’s 
false message that a middle-aged man can 
be a sex symbol, but that for a woman to 
be a sex symbol she must be under 30? 

Media-literate young people deal with 


these questions. 

Singer concluded that more research is 
needed on the impact of TV viewing, but 
warned parents against letting television’s 
purveyors of violence and commercialism 
become dominant influences on their 
children. He asked if parents were 
prepared to monitor, control and discuss 
the medium so that their own family 
values might prevail. 

Singer’s right on, but it also seems that 
parents — especially in families with two 
wage-earners — need help and that the 
schools could shoulder some 
responsibility here. Certainly religious 
education teachers should pay attention to 
anything shaping values. 

Making sure young people can 
distinguish between authentic and _ not- 
authentic visions of life is not only a 
media literacy issue but also a religious 
issue.

Douglas Fazzina, who is a_ social 
worker, discusses some of the same 
problems, but from a little different 
perspective. His book is divided into two 


parts — ‘‘Stresspoints’’ and 
“‘Stressbreakers.’’ 
“‘Stresspoints’’ contains 15 short 


chapters, each with a specific theme. 
These themes include ‘‘Self-Esteem,”’ 


‘‘Parents,’’ ‘‘Dating and Sex,’’ ‘“Drugs 
and Alcohol,’’ ‘‘Competition,’’? and 
many others. Fazzina also uses cases he 


- has dealt with to flesh out these themes, 


and he also gives some practical advice for 
dealing with them. 

‘phe six, chapters: an sbant..ee 
“‘Stressbreakers,’’ have specific themes. 
They tell what needs to be done to break 
out of the difficulties that Part I talks 
about. Some may seem obvious, such as 
“Sharing Feelings and Honesty’? and 
“Diet and Exercise.’’ The others, which 
are, unfortunately, not often considered, 
include ‘‘Prayer,’’ ‘‘Meditation,’’ and 
““The Eucharist.” 

And it is these last items that unite both 
books, because their ultimate message is 
the same. No change is really permanent, 
or even possible, without God and the 
sacraments. Establishing a good 
relationship with them during the teen 
years will not only eliminate many 
problems and pitfalls, but will also 
provide solid grounding for the rest of 
your life.

IMPERIAL BEACH — “‘If you have 
been given a gift from God, it’s your 
right, and in a way your responsibility, to 
share it with people,’ said Shirley 
Giltner, a sophomore at Marian High 
School, who does just that. 

The 16-year-old dances, sings and 
recently tried her hand at choreography, 
organizing a half-hour variety show at a 
recent Marian High fund-raiser. 

“It was very hard. I’ve never had to 
make up something but once I got going it 
was easier. It’s nice to see something I 
made be performed,”’ she said. 

Giltner also performed in the variety 
show as a singer and as part of a dance 
group known as ‘‘In Motion.’’ 

The dance group has performed at 
various local competitions, taking first 
place at almost all the events. 

Giltner began taking dance lessons — 
tap, Jazz, and ballet — at the age of 
seven. 


Tap and jazz are her strongest dances, 
she said adding that she is also learning 
hula. ‘‘I’m Polynesian so it’s kind of in 
my blood,”’ she said. 

Giltner said she loves the ‘‘glory’’ of 
performing in front of a crowd. ‘‘I love 
knowing that I’ve made people happy. 
Knowing I made one person smile is 
exciting — it’s my life.”’ 

When Giltner is not in school or dance 
lessons, she can be found at the Imperial 
Beach Boys and Girls Club where she 
works as a dance instructor, teaching 
primary through beginning levels. 

Giltner, however, knows she cannot 
rely on her dancing talents for the rest of 
her life. ‘If I get a shot at a dancing 
career, I’ll go for it, but I have to have an 
education to fall back on,’’ she said. 

She plans to attend college and study 
oceanography. ‘‘I would just love to work 
at a place like Sea World,”’ she said. 

No matter what she does, Giltner said 
she believes God is a constant supporter. 
““He’s the number one cheerleader,’’ she 
said.

Teacher joins expedition

PARADISE HILLS — Nancy Green, 
a junior high teacher at St. Michael 
Academy, the school of St. Michael 
parish, Paradise Hills, will be in a 
University of California, Berkeley, 
expedition traveling to Ireland this 
summer to excavate the ancestral home of 
philosopher George. Berkeley. 

The castle, located near Thomastown, 
County Kilkenny, consists of an early 
Christian cemetery, a 12th-century 
abbey, a 15th-century tower house, a 
16th-century manor and a 17th-century 
English plantation. There is also evidence 
of Viking occupation. 

The excavation is expected to shed light 
on the way land use patterns changed in 


Ireland from the early Christian period 
through the 17th century. 


Green, who teaches social sciences and 
art, said she expects the two-week 
experience to give her ‘‘fresh insights into 
the social development of the times when 
the castle was lived in.”’ 


As an art teacher, she added, the 
excavation should help her understand 
the developing architecture of the period. 


Berkeley, a Church of Ireland 
Protestant bishop, was born in 1685. He 
came to the United States in 1726 and 
attempted to found a missionary college. 
But because the British government 
refused to support him, he abandoned the 
idea. Although he was never in 
California, the city of Berkeley is named 
after him.
